Many  of  the  boys  and 
girls  come  from  homes  where 
father  and  mother  honour  the 
Word,  and  declare  their  faith  with 
well  selected  mottos  which  they 
place  conveniently  about  the  house. 

Students  of  by-gone  years  have 
adopted  mottos.  They  have  carried 
their  chosen  Bible  phrases  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  They  have  hung 
them  on  mud  walls  in  Africa,  taken 
them  to  far  western  China,  and 
decorated  headquarters  in  South 
America.  You  will  find  them  in 
India,  and  in  the  farthest  north. 
Wherever  the  students  have  gone 
forth,  their  mottos  have  gone  with 
them. 

T.B.C.  students  of  this  year  have 
followed  suit.  In  two  short  mottos. 
they  declare  their  guiding  prin- 
ciples in  life. 

First — ''Triumph  in  Christ"  2 
Cor.  2:14.  How  essential,  in  these 
times,  to  recognize  the  value  of 
such  a  motto.  Christ  Jesus  pro- 
phesied that  in  the  world  we  would 
have  tribulation,  and  encouraged 
us  to  be  of  good  cheer  because  He 
had  overcome  the  world.  Paul,  the 
stalwart  of  Christian  faith  and 
courage,  testified  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  who 
strengthened  me".  The  students 
have  similarly  announced  their 
trust  and  confidence  in  the  Captain 
of  their  salvation.  May  God  bless 
them  and  assuredlv  give  them 
'TRIUMPH  IN  CHRIST". 

Second — "Christ  our  Hope".  The 
day  class  students  have  revealed  in 
their  choice  of  a  motto  a  true  per- 
spective.   They  have  correctly  ap-

praised  the  values  of  this  life  in 
relation  to  eternal  values  yet  to  be 
revealed.  They  give  testimony  to 
the  fact  they  have  been  begotten 
again  unto  a  lively  hope  by  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead;  and  are  patiently  wait- 
ing for  the  coming  of  our  Lord 
from  heaven. 

Such  a  motto  becomes  a  foun- 
tain of  virtue.  1  John  3:3.  "Every 
man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  He  is 
pure".  Such  a  motto  gives  sta- 
bility and  assurance  in  the  midst 
of  a  tottering  world.  Heb.  6:19. 
"Which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor 
of  the  soul,  both  sure  and  stead- 
fast, and  which  entereth  into  that 
within  the  veil". 

The  two  mottos  of  the  year  have 
been  well  selected.  It  is  a  good 
thing  that  young  men  and  women 
of  Toronto  Bible  College  choose  to 
live,  and  work,  and  hope,  and  wait : 
for  the  coming  of  our  Lord  draw- 
eth  nigh. 

I,  too,  have  chosen  your  mottos. 
They  will  go  with  you.  They  will 
continue  with  me: —

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A  Message  to  the  Graduates 


from  the 
Principal 

THIS  is  a  good  motto  for  the  pre- 
sent time.  Christ  is  the  only  hope 
for  this  war-torn  world.  If  any 
world  order  is  to  endure  after  the 
war  it  must  be  built  upon  the  foun- 
dation that  He  has  laid.  Christ  is 
also  the  true  hope  set  before  the 
Church  for  its  work  in  the  world. 
You  have  done  well,  therefore,  in 
choosing  this  as  your  class  motto 
when  you  are  about  to  go  out  into 
the  world. 

The  New  Testament  grace  of 
hope  rests  upon  the  promise  the 
Lord  gave  His  disciples  that  He 
would  come  again.  The  word 
"hope"  was  often  on  the  lips  of 
the  Apostles.  It  occurs  more  than 
a  score  of  times  in  the  Epistles  in 
connection  with  the  Second  Com- 
ing. Even  when  it  is  used  alone, 
without  any  qualifying  phrase,  as 
in  the  expression,  "we  are  saved 
by  hope",  and  "rejoicing  in  hope", 
it  seems  to  have  the  same  specific 
reference. 

The  practical  value  of  this  Chris- 
tian grace  is  pointed  out  by  the 
Apostle  John  in  his  First  Epistle. 
Turning  the  eyes  of  his  readers 
towards  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  he 
writes:  "Beloved,  now  are  we  the 
sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  ap- 
pear what  we  shall  foe;  but  we 
know  that  when  He  shall  appear, 
we  shall  be  like  Him,  for  we  shall 
see  Him  as  He  is".  Then  He  goes 
on  to  add:  "And  every  man  that 
hath  this  hope  in  Him  purifieth 
himself,  even  as  He  is  pure"  (3: 
2-3). 

In  the  exercise  of  this  hope,  the 
early  Christians  were  not  merely 
looking  into  the  future.  They  were 
not  expecting  Christ's  coming  to 


happen  like  a  programme  of  events 

in  human  history.  They  were  look- 
ing into  the  unseen  world  and  were 
standing  face  to  face  with  a  hea- 
venly order.  "We  look  not  at  the 
things  which  are  seen",  says  Paul, 
"but  at  the  things  which  are  not 
seen:  for  the  things  which  are 
seen  are  temporal;  but  the  things 
which  are  not  seen  are  eternal" 
(2  Cor.  4:18).  The  event  itself  of 
course  lay  in  the  future,  but  its 
springs  were  not  there.  These  lay 
in  the  world  of  unseen  and  eternal 
realities  into  which  their  Master 
had  gone. 

This  unseen  heavenly  world  is 
the  real  background  of  the  New 
Testament  hope.  It  accounts  for 
that  sense  of  the  nearness  of  the 
Lord  which  pervaded  the  lives  of 
the  early  Christians.  Behind  the 
curtain  of  the  unseen  the  Lord  was 
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always  "at  hand".  This  is  what 
gave  significance  to  the  doctrine 
of  the  Second  Coming  in  the  New 
Testament  Church.  It  was  part  of 
its  witness  to  the  world.  It  brought 
out  the  reality  of  the  spiritual  or- 
der that  lies  behind  this  visible 
world.  It  meant  that  there  the 
Lord  reigns ;  there  all  power  lies, 
and  there  the  destiny  of  this  world 
is  determined. 

In  thinking  of  Christ  as  their 
hope  and  in  speaking  of  Him  as 
being  at  hand,  the  Apostles  do  not 
give  the  impression  that  they  ex- 
pected Him  to  appear  at  once,  or 
even  in  their  own  life-time.  Some 
of  Paul's  Thessalonian  converts 
had  got  the  idea  that  the  event 
was  just  upon  them,  and  he  had 
to  write  a  special  letter  to  set  them 
right.  It  had  unsettled  their  minds 
and  produced  a  false  Christian 
spirit  among  them.  They  were 
"walking  disorderly"  (2  Thess.  3: 
6-7).  The  Apostle  did  not  mean 
by  this  that  they  were  creating  a 
disturbance,  'but  that  they  were 
out  of  harmony  with  the  true  char- 
acter of  the  Christian  Church  and 
its  purpose  in  the  world.  By  shirk- 
ing their  personal  responsibilities 
in  the  daily  business  of  this  work- 
a-day  world  they  were  failing  in 
their  witness  for  Christ  among 
their  fellow  men. 


The  true  attitude  towards  the 
hope  of  Christ's  coming  is  earnest 
attention  to  present  duty.  He  has 
left  a  great  task  for  the  Church  to 
accomplish  before  His  return,  and 
it  is  not  yet  finished.  Paul  was 
given  a  commission  which  required 
years  of  arduous  toil  and  took  him 
"far  hence  unto  the  Gentiles" 
(Acts  22:21).  He  was  continually 
making  plans  for  preaching  the 
Gospel  in  regions  not  yet  reached 
(Rom.  15:20).  Peter  knew  that 
the  work  given  him  to  do  would 
take  a  long  life-time,  for  the  Lord 
had  told  him  that  he  should  be- 
come an  old  man  and  end  his  life 
by  martyrdom  (John  21:18).  And 
yet  the  letters  of  both  these  Apos- 
tles glow  with  the  Christian  hope : 
it  was  the  inspiring  motive  all 
through  their  lives. 

And  so  it  should  be  with  us  in 
our  day  and  generation.  No  other 
motive  has  the  same  power  to 
make  Christian  life  and  service 
patient,  faithful,  and  triumphant 
in  a  world  like  this.  May  you  all 
rejoice  in  Christ  as  your  hope  as 
you  go  out  into  the  world  to  "oc- 
cupy till  He  comes"  (Luke  19:13).

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PRAYER

THERE  are  many  elements  in 
prayer  but  perhaps  none  is  more 
often  emphasized  in  Scripture  than 
the  element  of  praise.  How  often 
is  redeemed  man  enjoined  to 
"praise  God"  and  to  "make  the 
voice  of  His  praise  to  be  heard". 
Praise  is  of  the  very  essence  of 
that  worship  "in  spirit  and  in 
truth"  that  the  Father  seeks  of 
those  who  worship  Him.  For  what 
is  worship  save  the  ascription  of 
"worth"  to  One  who  is  altogether 
worthy,  and  the  adoration  of  One 
who  is  wholly  deserving  of  our 
heart's  homage?  And  how  can  we 
more  fittingly  offer  Him  our  wor- 
ship than  through  the  medium  of 
our  praise? 

Yet  is  praise  always  the  domi- 
nant note  in  our  own  prayers?  Ls 
it  probable  that  we  give  a  large 
place  to  thanksgiving,  and  yet 
thanksgiving  is  not  necessarily 
synonymous  with  praise.  Dr. 
Griffith  Thomas  used  to  draw 
this  distinction  between  them. 
"Thanksgiving  is  the  acknowledge- 
ment of  what  God  gives  to  us; 
Praise  is  the  acknowledgment  of 
what  God  is  in  Himself".  How 
much  of  our  thought  in  seasons  of 
prayer  is  occupied  with  the  re- 
membrance of  God's  many  mercies 
and  kindnesses  bestowed  upon  us, 
and  how  much  of  it  is  occupied 
with  our  heavenly  Father  Himself 
in  all  the  glory  of  His  own  Being 
and  the  graciousness  of  His  self- 
revelation  in  Jesus  Christ'.' 

As  we  search  the  pages  of  Scrip- 
ture we  find  that  God's  people  are 
called  upon  to  praise  and  adore 
Him  for  His  majesty,  His  glory. 
His  excellency,  His  greatness,  His 
holiness,  His  wisdom,  His  good- 
ness, His  mercy,  His  lovingkind- 
ness,  His  faithfulness,  His  judg- 
ment, His  counsel.    Even  the  Old 


Testament  saints  were  impelled  to 
extol  God's  Name — the  expression 
of  His  nature — and  to  exalt  His 
glory.  How  much  more  should  we 
be  moved  to  adoration  who  have 
seen  "the  very  image  of  His  sub- 
stance and  the  effulgence  of  His 
glory"  in  Jesus  Christ? 

Not  onlj  is  this  act  of  praise 
and  worship  the  fulfilment  of  OUT 
highest  destiny — for  "man's  chief 
end  is  to  glorify  God" — but  it  is  a 
most  wholesome  ami  fruitful  pre- 
paration for  the  other  parts  of 
prayer,  confession,  intercession. 
petition.  How  often  does  the 
Apostle  Paul  introduce  some  spe- 
cific supplication  by  first  calling  to 
mind  that  asjKrt  of  God's  Being 
that  justifies  the  request  that  he 
desires  to  make?  When  he  prays 
for  the  peace  of  the  Church  in 
Thessalonica  it  is  to  "the  Lord  of 
Peace"  that  he  addresses  his  peti- 
tion. When  he  invokes  the  Divine 
blessing  upon  the  Church  in  Rome 
praying  that  the  Christians  in  the 
centre  of  the  Empire  may  "abound 
in  hope",  it  is  to  "the  God  of  hoi*" 
that  he  addresses  his  prayer.  As 
we  ascribe  praise  and  glory  to  our 
God  and  Father  for  all  the  perfec- 
tions of  His  Being,  we  in  turn  are 
encouraged  and  emboldened  in  our 
approach  to  Him  on  behalf  of  the 
needs  of  others  and  of  our  own 
needs. 

Pattison  has  reminded  us  of 
words  that  Robertson  of  Irvine 
spoke  in  reference  to  praise. 
"Preaching  stands  related  to  faith, 
and  when  faith  shall  be  lost  in 
sight  preaching  may  be  dispensed 
with;  prayer  stands  related  to 
hope,  and  when  hope  shall  be  fin- 
ished Sn  fruition  prayer  may  be 
superseded;  but  praise  stands  re- 
lated to  love,  and  it  shall  never

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The  Angel  of  Hope  in  a  World  at  War 

By  the  Honorary  President  of  the  Graduating  Class 

YOUR  College  course  has  been  coloured  by  the  dark  clouds  of  war. 
When,  three  or  four  years  ago,  you  entered  the  College  Halls,  this 
global  struggle  was  in  its  infancy.  Its  general  scheme  was  scarcely  dis- 
cernible, but  as  it  has  unfolded  bit  by  bit,  its  brutal  far-reachingness  has 
become  increasingly  evident.  I,  too,  attended  College  under  the  clouds 
of  war.  Twenty-seven  years  ago  I  graduated  in  the  old  building  at  110 
College  Street  in  what  were  then  considered  to  be  dark  and  difficult  days. 
Now  the  danger  in  such  a  period  of  history  is  that  men  shall  allow 
the  Angel  of  Hope  within  them  to  die  for  lack  of  care  and  nourishment. 
I  well  recall  what  happened  to  certain  of  my  fellow  students:  their  plans 
were  frustrated:  their  enthusiasm  waned:  their  ardour  cooled:  Hope 
died,  and  ttiey  amounted  to  nothing.  Pope,  in  his  Essay  on  Man,  vindi- 
cating God's  ways  with  men  says, 

"Hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast : 
Man  never  is,  but  always  to  be  blest. 
The  soul,  uneasy  and  confined  from  home, 
Rests  and  expatiates  in  a  life  to  come." 
And  one  thing  the  ordinary  man  and  woman  must  do  today  is  to  keep 
the  Angel  of  Hope  alive  within  their  souls  and  within  the  world.    When 
Hope  dies,  we  give  up  the  struggle:  we  cease  to  try,  and  only  the  most 
fearful  torments  await  us.    For  Hope  is  a  light-house  on  life's  tremulous 
ocean :  Hope  enables  man  to  break  loose  from  all  that  is  perishable.    "As 
the  days  of  spring  arouse  all  nature  to  a  green  and  growing  vitality,  so 
when  Hope  enters  the  soul  it  makes  all  things  new.    It  insures  the  pro- 
gress which  it  predicts.   Rooted  in  faith,  growing  up  into  love ;  these  make 
the  three  immortal  graces  of  the  Gospel,  whose  intertwined  arms  and 
concurrent  voices  shed  joy  and  peace  over  our  human  life."  J.  F.  Clarke. 

But  for  you,  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  1943,  Hope  is  more  than  the 
spirit  of  optimism :  Hope  is  a  Person :  your  Hope  is  Christ.  For  you  the 
Angel  of  Hope  is  the  Son  of  God.  You  do  not  "sorrow  as  others  who  have 
no  hope".  You  do  not  sorrow  for  departed  opportunities:  for  departed 
conditions:  for  departed  joys.  You  know  that  "except  a  corn  of  wheat 
fall  upon  the  ground  and  die,  it  abideth  alone;  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth 
forth  much  fruit",  and  you  recognize  that  the  death  in  life  all  about  you 
is  the  harbinger  of  a  great  spiritual  awakening. 

Now  Christ  and  Hope  are  associated  in  many  ways  in  God's  Word. 
Let  it  suffice  to  mention  three  of  the  more  important. 
1.     Christ  is  our  Hope  of  Salvation. 

Paul  uses  this  phrase  in  First  Thessalonians  not  merely  as  a  reflec- 
tion of  a  personal  experience  but  as  a  statement  of  principle.  Everywhere 
m  Scripture  Salvation  is  the  work  of  God.  There  is  no  Hope  of  Salvation 
apart  from  Jesus  Christ.  The  initiative  in  Redemption  is  always  with 
God,  for  in  the  Garden  of  Eden  it  is  the  voice  of  a  seeking  God  we  hear: 
not  the  voice  of  a  seeking  sinner.  If  the  Hope  of  Salvation  lav  in  human 
betterment,  new  orders  and  civic  improvement,  we  would  be  of  all  people 
most  miserable.  I  am  certain  there  has  never  been  a  more  appropriate 
time  to  present  to  the  world  Christ  as  the  Hope  of  Salvation.    And  you 
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may  make  your  term  Salvation  as  wide  as  you  choose,  from  personal 
salvation  which  is  fundamental  to  cosmic  salvation  which  is  ultimate. 
The  thing1  to  note  is  that  in  Salvation  Christ  must  be  personally  con- 
fronted. That  is  our  mission.  The  Church  must  see  that  the  world  is 
personally  confronted  by  Christ.  That  has  not  always  been  true.  Christ 
has  been  hidden  behind  our  creeds,  our  organizations  and  our  service. 
But  Salvation  is  not  realized  unless  Christ  is  personally  confronted,  for, 
as  Joseph  Alleine  says,  "If  thy  hope  be  anything  worth,  it  will  purify 
thee  from  thy  sins." 

2.  Christ  is  our  Hope  of  Fellowship. 

"Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  My  name,  there  am  I 
in  the  midst."  The  saints  of  all  time  have  longed  for  Fellowship  with 
God  and  with  each  other,  and  Fellowship  has  been  the  characteristic  of 
the  Christian  Church  from  apostolic  days.  At  certain  times  the  meetings 
of  God's  people  have  been  called  "the  fellowship".  Analysing  this  group 
in  any  age,  one  finds  that  its  membership  included  people  with  the  most 
diverse  customs,  from  different  social  strata,  with  varying  educational 
attainments,  and  from  ail  nations  of  the  world.  Yet  ttiey  were  one.  Their 
oneness  was  possible  only  when  Christ  was  the  Hope  of  their  Fellowship. 
When  Christ  has  been  displaced,  the  Fellowship  has  broken  to  pieces  and 
oftentimes  the  various  fragments  have  been  magnified  to  the  detriment 
of  the  whole. 

Jesus,  united  by  Thy  grace, 

And  each  to  each  endeared, 
With  confidence  we  seek  Thy   face, 
And  know  our  prayer  is  heard. 
Help  us  to  help  each  other,  Lord, 

Each  other's  cross  to  bear, 
Let  each  his  friendly  aid  afford, 

And  feel  his  brother's  care 
Touched  by  the  loadstone  of  Thy  love, 

Let  all  our  hearts  agree, 
And  ever  toward  each  other  move, 
And  ever  move  toward  Thee. 

And  now,  as  you  go  out  into  a  broken,  discordant  and  divided  world, 
what  have  you  to  offer?  Anything  less  than  Christ  as  the  Hope  of  Fellow- 
ship is  doomed.  Men  are  struggling  to  place  society  upon  a  new  founda- 
tion. An  economic  foundation  is  not  strong  enough  to  support  society. 
An  educational  foundation  is  equally  incapable.  The  foundation  must  be 
spiritual.  Christ  must  become  the  bond  that  binds,  and  the  Church  must 
demonstrate  this  in  her  corporate  Fellowship  by  manifesting  herself  in 
the  world  as  the  seamless  robe  of  Christ. 

3.  Christ  is  Our  Hope  of  Glory. 

"Christ  in  you,  the  hope  of  glory."  Radford  suggests  that  this  is 
the  final  result  of  the  incarnation.  Glory  refers  to  the  ultimate  state  of 
the  believer  in  Christ,  not  merely  as  an  individual  in  whom  Christ  dwells 
mystically,  but  as  an  individual  among  and  with  other  individuals  with 
whom  he  is  in  fellowship.  Glory  is  the  ideal  to  which  we  all  strive  and 
for  which  we  all  hope.  It  is  a  condition  of  excellence  and  must  be  associ- 
ated in  thought  with  the  realization  of  God's  plan  for  our  lives.  When 
viewed  in  this  light,  Christ  is  indeed  our  Hope  of  Glory. 
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"If  there  be  so  much  delight  in  believing,  oh,  how  much  (more 
is  there  in  beholding]  What  is  the  wooing  day  to  the  wedding  day?  What 
is  the  'sealing  of  the  conveyance'  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  inheritance? 
or  the  foretaste  of  glory  to  the  fulness  of  glory?  The  good  things  of 
thai  life  are  so  great,  as  not  to  be  measured;  so  many,  as  not  to  be  enu- 
merated; and  so  precious,  as  not  to  be  estimated.  If  the  picture  of  holi- 
ness  be  so  comely  in  the  rough  drafts,  how  lovely  a  piece  will  it  be  in  all 
its  perfections!  Every  grace  which  is  here  seen  in  its  minority,  shall  be 
a  en  there  in  its  maturity." 

When  this  passing  world  is  done, 

When  has  sunk  yon,  glowing  sun. 
When  we  stand  with  Christ  in  glory, 

Looking  o'er  life's  finished  story, 
Then,  Lord,  shall  I  fully  know — 

Not  till  then — how  much  I  owe.

The  Vice-Principal 


ON  September  14,  1942,  the  Board  of  Governors  took  a  new  step  by 
appointing  Rev.  J.  B.  Rhodes,  M.A.,  B.D.,  to  the  office  of  Vice-Prin- 
cipal of  the  College.  When  this  announcement  was  made  next  morning 
at  the  opening  service  of  the  present  session,  it  was  received  by  the  whole 
student  body  with  manifest  enthusiasm. 

Mr.  Rhodes  was  born  in  China,  his  parents  being  members  of  the 
China  Inland  Mission,  and  he  received  his  early  education  in  the  Chefoo 
Schools.  He  took  his  Arts  Course  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  graduat- 
ing in  1925  with  honours  in  Philosophy,  and  receiving  the  M.A.  degree 
in  the  following  year.  He  spent  a  year  at  Princeton  Seminary  in  the 
United  States,  and  took  the  rest  of  his  Theology  in  Knox  College,  Toronto, 
graduating  in  1929  at  the  head  of  his  class.  He  received  his  post-graduate 
B.D.  degree  from  the  Presbyterian  College  in  Montreal  in  1941. 

Mr.  Rhodes  has  had  an  experience  of  ten  years  in  the  ministry,  with 
two  successful  pastorates,  at  Exeter  and  at  Cobourg.  While  at  Cobourg, 
he  served  the  Bible  College  for  four  years  as  special  lecturer  in  Systematic 
Theology.  In  1939  he  was  called  to  a  permanent  place  on  the  Faculty  as 
a  full  time  lecturer. 

Since  then  Mr.  Rhodes  has  been  making  a  most  valuable  contribution 
to  the  work  of  the  Bible  College  by  his  fine  teaching  gifts,  his  sound 
conservative  scholarship,  and  the  high  spiritual  quality  of  his  Christian 
character.  His  new  position  will  give  him  more  ample  opportunity  to  help 
the  students  and  also  serve  the  wider  interests  of  the  College. 
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FARE  THEE  WELL 

AS  our  Graduating  Class  passes  through  the  College  Gateway  this  year 
we  go  out  into  a  world  that  is  looking  toward  victory,  and  the  dawn- 
ing of  the  better  world  that  will  follow.  Its  hope  is  in  the  establishing 
of  a  system  in  which  the  people  of  the  earth  can  live  together  in  social 
security. 

One  of  the  unique  features  of  Christianity  is  that  it  has  an  unchang- 
ing message  in  a  changing  world.  The  form  of  our  message  may  vary 
and  change  to  meet  the  unsettled  conditions  of  humanity,  but  down 
through  the  centuries  the  supreme  message  that  the  church  has  held  out 
to  the  world  is  that  its  hope  is  in  Christ,  the  eternal  Son  of  God  manifest 
in  the  flesh,  and  that  the  gospel  of  His  kingdom  will  provide  the  only 
basis  on  which  eternal  peace  will  prevail  in  the  world. 

The  motto  of  the  Graduating  Class  is  "Christ  our  Hope"  (I  Tim.  1:1). 
As  we  go  forth  into  a  war-torn  and  sorrow-stricken  world  we  are  confi- 
dent that  the  message  contained  in  our  motto  is  able  to  meet  the  needs 
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of  the  nations,  because  His  Name  is  the  "only  name  under  heaven  given 
among-  men  whereby  we  must  be  saved." 

Our  course  has  been  centred  around  the  Bible.  We  have  studied  it  aa 
the  living  and  inspired  Word  of  God,  whose  theme  is  Christ,  and  whose 
story  is  the  story  of  redemption  which  He  provides.  Immediately  after 
man's  fall  the  promise  of  a  Saviour  was  given.  God  began  by  separating 
Israel  as  a  nation,  through  whom  all  nations  of  the  earth  should  be 
blessed;  their  history  is  the  history  of  God's  dealings  with  a  nation;  their 
prophets  foretold  the  coming  of  the  Messiah.  Christ  came  and  lived  a 
perfect  life  of  obedience  before  the  Father.  By  his  death  and  glorious 
resurrection,  and  because  of  His  eternal  deity,  He  has  laid  the  founda- 
ticns  of  His  spiritual  kingdom — "Except  a  man  be  born  again  he  cannot 
see  the  kingdom  of  God"  (John  3:3).  After  Christ's  ascension  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  promise  was  sent,  and  it  is  through  His  work  that  the  Kingdom 
of  God  is  established  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Thus  we  are  confident  that 
the  Christ  whose  redeeming  work  is  the  message  of  the  Bible  is  our 
only  Hope. 

As  wre  look  back  upon  the  past  three  years  of  our  course  our  hearts 
are  filled  with  thanksgiving  to  God  for  His  goodness  to  us  in  allowing 
us  to  spend  these  happy  years  at  the  Toronto  Bible  College.  In  our  faculty 
we  have  found  true  and  understanding  friends ;  we  respect  them  because 
not  only  have  they  faithfully  served  us  but  we  have  seen  in  them  the 
exemplification  of  all  that  they  have  taught  us. 

As  we  now  look  forward  to  our  entrance  into  the  fields  of  Christian 
service  we  would  extend  our  deepest  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the 
faculty,  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  to  the  many  Christian  friends 
who  have  made  our  course  possible.  The  memory  of  our  three  years  spent 
here  will  be  a  rich  source  of  inspiration  and  blessing  as  we  go  into  the 
unknown  paths  of  the  future.  Thus  would  we  dedicate  our  all  to  the 
service  of  "Christ  our  Hope."

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A  FLUVIAL  REVERIE 


COMING  from  many  different 
environments  we  have  en- 
rolled as  students  at  Toronto  Bible 
College — from  the  wholesome  at- 
mosphere of  rural  southern  On- 
tario or  the  versatile  activity  of 
the  Canadian  metropolis;  from  the 
broad  rolling  plains  of  the  West, 
or  the  warm  sunny  Pacific  coast ; 
from  the  din  and  confusion  of  New 
York  or  the  ineffable  beauty  of 
Killarney's  lakes. 

Like  a  sparkling  rivulet  flowing 
down  from  a  placid  mountain  lake 
is  the  pure  life  of  one  coming  from 
a  beautiful  Christian  home.

COMMUNIQUES  from  the  spiri- 
tual front  keep  the  students 
in  touch  with  the  latest  allied  vic- 
tories and  advances,  while  regular 
dispatches  indicate  the  position  of 
the  enemy  emplacements  on  which 
the  ammunition  of  our  prayers  is 
to  be  directed.  From  day  to  day 
reports  come  in  from  those  who 
have  accepted  the  great  commis- 
sion and  are  now  serving-  abroad — 
for  their  interests  are  our  inter- 
ests, and  though  separated  by  dis- 
tance and  war-disrupted  communi- 
cations, yet  we  are  working  to- 
gether with  them  to  hasten  the 
coming  of  Christ  our  Hope. 

All  this  is  a  part  of  the  work  of 
our  Missionary  committee;  in  this 
as  well  as  in  other  ways  they  seek 
to  stimulate  and  develop  a  healthy, 
virile  missionary  interest  among 
the  students.  The  committee  ar- 
ranges for  missionaries  on  fur- 
lough and,  occasionally,  represen- 
tatives of  missionary  societies  to 
address  us  at  noon  each  Wednes- 
day  with   the  aim   of  broadening 


and  deepening  our  realization  that 
the  need  of  the  whoU  world  is  for 
Christ  who  is  our  Hope.  The 
spheres  of  labour  presented  to  u-< 
have  ranged  from  the  Gideons' 
work,  to  an  insight  into  the  newly- 
worked  Sora  tribes  of  south-east 
India,  which  Dr.  Gullason  gave  us, 
using  his  set  of  exquisite  hand- 
tinted  slides. 

In  addition,  a  series  of  weekly 
study  groups  has  been  conducted 
by  the  students;  each  group  has 
sought  to  obtain  a  background 
knowledge  of  the  peoples,  customs, 
and  conditions  of  the  country  un- 
der discussion,  as  well  as  a  com- 
prehensive idea  of  the  methods 
which  have  been  adopted  in  its 
evangelization.

IT  is  the  privilege  of  us  students 
to  witness  in  this  city  and  its 
environs  to  God's  saving  activity 
in  Jesus  Christ.  We  would  like 
you  to  accompany  us  as  we  make 
a  brief  survey  of  the  various 
phases  of  our  work. 

Suppose  first  of  all  that  you  rise 
early  on  Monday  morning  and 
catch  a  street-car  for  a  down-town 
factory.  Joining  the  workmen 
congregated  in  the  factory  chapel 
at  7.45  a.m.  you  would  sec  two 
students  on  the  platform;  one  is 
singing  a  gospel  song  while  the 
other  will  deliver  a  brief  message. 
In  the  afternoon  you  may  .join  a 
group  who,  entering  the  homes  of 
Jewish  people  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  English  to  the  moth' 
at  the  same  time  present  to  them 
the  living  Christ  as  their  Messiah. 

Unless  you  wish  to  rest,  you  can 
accompany  the  students  who  will 
be  leading  Young  People's  Services 
on  Monday  evening,  or  Women's 
Meetings  on  Wednesday  afternoon. 
Perhaps  on  Thursday  you  would 
enjoy  a  visit  to  some  school  or  in- 
stitute where  students  endeavour 
to  teach  "kiddies"  how  to  sew. 
knit,  embroider,  and  do  wood-craft 
work.  At  the  same  time  these  stu- 
dents will  tell  stories  that  train 
little  minds  to  think  of  the  love  of 
Jesus. 

Whatever  else  you  miss,  be  with 
us  on  Friday  night  at  a  certain 
down-town  mission.  While  hungry 
souls  are  gathering  from  busy 
Yonge  Street,  several  students  are 
engaged  in  prayer  for  the  service; 
thus  strengthened  for  the  task  of 
"holding  forth  the  Word  of  Life" 
they  will  make  their  way  to  the 
platform  to  take  charge  of  the 
meeting. 

"Now  what  could  you  find  to  do 
on  Saturday?"  you  ask.  This  is  a 
busy  day  for  those  groups  who  do 
voluntary  visitation  work,  or  un- 


der the  supervision  of  city 
churches,  distribute  tracts  and  in- 
vitations to  attend  Sunday  ser- 
vices. 

On  Sunday  you  will  have  diffi- 
culty in  keeping  track  of  us.  The 
Lord's  day  is  one  of  spiritual  ser- 
vice for  Christians,  and  our  groups 
are  scattered  tar  and  wick'.  First 
of  all  visit  us  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  at  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  where  we  have  the  privi- 
lege of  ministering  to  those  on 
beds  of  sickness.  Thirty  of  us  di- 
vide into  gmups  composed  <«f  a 
aker,  a  soloist  and  several  visi- 
tors. Though  we  endeavour  to 
bring  comfort  and  encouragement 
by  words  of  cheer  or  gospel  songs, 
our  real  purpose  is  to  present 
Christ  as  the  One  who  is  mighty 
to  save,  and  Who  meets  every  need 
of  the  heart.  Each  Sunday  at 
noon  more  than  seventy-five  stu- 
dents teach  their  classes  of  all  8 

and  races.    Y«  s,  and  even  ;i-  far 
three    hundred    and    fifty    miles 

distant  you  will  find  a  student  su- 
perintending a  Sunday  School, 

well  as  conducting  the  service  of 
praise  at  a  small  church  in  a  rail- 
way centre. 

An  outstanding  unit  of  our  work 
is  the  Evangelistic  Choir,  which  is 
now  composed  of  approximately 
forty  voices.  Almost  every  Sunday 
evening  rinds  us  participating  in 
the  services  of  worship  in  churches 
of  many  different  denominations. 
On  one  Sunday  of  each  month  we 
are  at  the  disposal  of  the  War  Ser- 
vices Committee,  and  through  their 
arrangement  we  have  access  to  the 
military  training  centres  of  the 
province.  Transportation  is  facili- 
tated by  the  chartered  buses  grant- 
ed by  government  permission.  A 
special  note  of  praise  goes  out  to 
our  Master  for  opening  this  door 
of  service  which  brings  the  gospel 
in  its  simplicity  to  so  many  of  our 
service  men.

The  year  book  of  the  1943  Gra- 
duating- Class  has  a  higher  end  in 
view  than  that  of  being  a  mere 
souvenir,  for  through  it  we  have 
aimed  at  presenting  a  spiritual 
message  and  challenge.  Recogniz- 
ing that  the  battle  is  not  ours  but 
God's  in  the  accomplishing  of  this 
aim,  we  have  prayerfully  sought 
the  guidance  of  His  Spirit,  that 
He  may  speak  and  work  through 
the  black  and  white  of  these 
printed  pages. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  in  a  very 
real  sense  of  the  term  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Gateway  committee;

IN  contrast  to  a  large  proportion 
of  the  Day  Class  student  body, 
we  Evening-  Class  students  have 
our  homes  in  the  city.  In  the  busi- 
ness world  of  Toronto  there  are 
many  Christian  young-  people  who 
are  actively  engaged  in  witnessing 
both  in  their  local  churches  and 
in  the  secular  spheres  in  which 
they  have  been  placed  to  the  trans- 
forming power  of  God's  grace ;  for 
such  as  these  the  course  of  study 
provided  by  the  Evening  Classes 
has  been  planned.  Here  we  can 
enjoy  not  only  systematic  instruc- 
tion in  the  Word  of  God  and  Chris- 
tian methods,  but  fellowship  with 
one  another  in  praise  and  prayer 
and  testimony. 

The  main  point  of  contrast  be- 
tween the  Day  and  Evening  Classes 
is  that  while  many  of  the  Day 
Class  students  are  preparing  for 
full-time  Christian  work,  or  ser- 
vice in  rural  districts,  the  field  of 
witness  for  the  Evening  Class  stu- 
dents is  almost  exclusively  in  the 
business  world  and  communities  of 
this  city — though  it  is  through  the 
Evening  Classes  that  many  have 
received  the  call  to  further  study 
and  training. 

Yet  though  we  spend  less  time 
together,  though  our  course  of 
study  is  not  as  extended  as  that 
of  the  Day  Classes,  and  though 
our  prospective  field  of  labour  is 
not  so  far  away,  we  still  form  a 
very  real  Family;  the  bond  which 
binds  us  together  is  just  as  gen- 
uine, the  fellowship  we  enjoy  is 
even  more  precious — if  that  were 
possible — than  the  Day  Classes'. 
And  as  a  family  gathers  together 
in  the  home  after  a  working  day, 
so  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
evening  we  come  from  the  pres- 
sure, chagrin,  and  petty  worries 
of  the  business  of  bread-winning 


to  receive  fresh  inspiration  to  face 
life  as  we  find  it. 

After  a  nourishing  supper  in  the 
cheery  College  dining-hall  we  meet 
in  the  prayer  room.  Here  the  De- 
votional Committee  has  the  pri- 
vilege of  leading  the  gatherings  of 
students  for  praise  and  interces- 
sion before  classes  begin.  Coming 
from  a  busy  world  we  have  found 
it  refreshing  to  kneel  at  the  Sa- 
viour's feet  for  this  half  hour; 
and  though  only  too  conscious  of 
our  own  weakness  we  have  had 
the  assurance  that  they  that  "wait 
upon  the  Lord  shall  renew  their 
strength."  In  addition  to  the  prob- 
lems of  our  own  every  day  life 
we  have  brought  Him  the  difficul- 
ties of  other  lives.  These  quiet 
times  spent  together  have 
strengthened  our  spiritual  lives 
and  linked  us  with  those  who  are 
labouring  for  the  Master  all  over 
the  world. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  the 
month  we  have  the  benefit  of  hear- 
ing a  missionary  speaker  present 
to  us  the  conditions  and  challenge 
of  modern  missions.  The  arrang- 
ing of  these  talks  is  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Missionary  Commit- 
tee, whose  privilege  it  is  to  deepen 
the  interest  of  the  students  in  home 
and  foreign  missionary  activity.

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the  assurance  that  His  word  "shall 
not  return  unto  Me  void  ...  it  shall 
prosper  in  the  thing  whereto  I 
send  it."  So  we  have  been  shown 
that  the  work  of  the  Missionary 
Committee  is  as  important  as  ever. 

The  first  lecture  on  Thursday  is 
given  by  Dr.  McNicol  on  the  book 
of  the  Revelation.  Great  was  the 
rejoicing  of  the  students  when  they 
learned  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  that  our  beloved  principal 
was  to  resume  lectures  in  our 
classes  after  a  year's  rest.  On  the 
other  hand  we  were  sorry  to  lose 
Mr.  Burns  from  his  lectures  dur- 
ing the  latter  half  of  the  session; 
but  we  are  glad  that  Mr.  Rhodes 
has  taken  over  these  lectures.  Once 
again  we  have  been  privileged  in 
having  Miss  McCarthy's  devotional 
lectures  on  the  minor  prophets; 
while  Mr.  Vesey  has  continued  his 
lectures  on  the  Bible,  in  which  he 
uses  as  an  outline  the  Principal's 
book  "Thinking  Through  the 
Bible." 

Perhaps  the  question  has  arisen 
in  your  mind,  "Do  the  Evening 
Class  students  carry  on  any  or- 
ganized practical  work  outside  the 
College?" — Yes;  this  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Evangelistic  Com- 
mittee, whose  aim  is  to  carry  the 
gospel  to  as  many  as  possible  by 
sending  out  groups,  speakers  and 
musical  talent  (with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Music  Committee)  to 
many  types  of  services — Young 
People's  groups,  Intermediate  and 
Junior  organizations  and  Sunday 
Schools,  in  which  most  of  us  take 
an  active  part.  In  addition,  the 
Evening  Classes  have  had  sole 
charge  of  a  week-night  service  at 
Yonge  Street  Mission  once  a 
month,  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
Day  Class  a  number  of  students 
have  brought  the  gospel  to  those 
on  beds  of  sickness  at  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital  on  Sunday  morn- 
ings.   During  the  summer  months 


the  Evening  Classes  assume  re- 
sponsibility for  the  Friday  night 
meeting  at  Yonge  Street  Mission 
as  well  as  conducting  a  weekly 
open  air  service  and  taking  com- 
plete charge  of  the  hospital  work. 
For  these  additional  Summer  ac- 
tivities a  weekly  prayer  meeting 
is  held  at  the  school  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Evening  Class  Cabinet. 
The  knowledge  that  we  have  been 
put  in  trust  with  the  gospel  which 
is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation 
to  every  one  that  believeth  has  in- 
spired each  one  of  us  to  action  in 
His  service.  It  is  this  "evangel" 
which  the  Evangelistic  Committee 
has  endeavoured  to  proclaim  in 
the  many  appointments  to  which 
God  has  called  us  throughout  the 
past  year.  With  increased  confi- 
dence in  the  all-sufficiency  of  His 
grace  we  are  looking  forward  to 
future  activity  for  our  Lord  and 
Master. 

Turning  again  to  our  activities 
here  at  school,  let  us  look  at  the 
work  of  the  Social  Committee.  For 
the  past  year  the  Social  Committee 
has  endeavoured  to  show  how  thor- 
oughly old  and  new  students  of 
our  Bible  College  family  can  enjoy 
through  Christ  the  fellowship  of 
one  another.  Whether  we  meet  for 
the  regular  lectures  or  for  a  social 
evening,  Christ  is  always  given  the 
pre-eminence.  He  is  always  re- 
cognized as  the  silent  Listener  to 
the  conversations  in  the  halls,  from 
which  have  sprung  so  many  last- 
ing friendships. 

The  Evening  Class  has  been  well 
represented  this  year  in  the  school 
paper,  of  which  a  special  feature 
lias  been  the  Evening  Class  page. 
Items  of  interest  and  information 
from  our  school  classes,  together 
with  news  from  students  now  mis- 
sionaries or  serving  in  the  armed 
forces,  have  contributed  to  its 
success. 

Many  who  once  frequented  the 
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College  halls  are  now  to  be  found 
serving  in  the  King's  forces  or  in 
essential  industries  and  war  plants. 
Though  the  shortage  of  man-power 
has  been  only  too  apparent,  our 
committees  have  been  conscious  in 
a  new  way  of  the  presence  and 
power  of  the  Man  of  Galilee  tread- 
ing the  pathway  beside  them. 

It  has  been  an  innovation  this 
year  to  have  representatives  from 
the  Ambulance  Corps,  the  Ord- 
nance Corps,  and  the  Air  Force, 
on  the  Evening  Class  Cabinet — 
which  is  composed  of  a  Head  Boy, 
Head  Girl,  and  the  leaders  of  the 
various  committees.  We  meet  once 
a  month  at  the  home  of  one  of  the 
members  to  discuss  business  and 
student  activities.  These  occasions 
have  been  times  of  rich  blessing 


and  fellowship  together. 

This  is  a  mere  sketch  of  our  ac- 
tivities but  surely  you  have  glim- 
psed— to  some  extent  at  least — our 
appreciation  of  the  Bible  College. 
How  wonderful  it  would  be  if 
every  young  Christian  in  secular 
work  in  this  city  was  privileged 
to  attend  the  Evening  Classes! 
How  much  more  useful  and  cap- 
able of  doing  practical  Christian 
work  would  he  be  and  how  inde- 
scribable are  the  spiritual  bless- 
i iilts  received!  .  .  .  This  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Evening  Classes — to 
build  up  Christians  in  their  moerf 
holy  faith — to  equip  them  for 
wider  service,  and  through  them 
to  make  a  definite  impact  and  ex- 
ert an  appreciable  influence  on  the 
life  of  the  city.

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  London  in  1804 
"to  encourage  a  wider  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  without  note  or 
comment".  It  seeks  to  provide  the  Word  of  God  for  every  man  in  his 
mother  tongue. 

At  the  time  of  the  Society's  foundation  Holy  Scripture  had  been 
translated  into  only  72  languages.  The  Society  has  now  circulated  Scrip- 
ture in  over  750  Languages  and  distributes  on  an  average  ten  million  copies 
each  year.  In  time  of  war  it  provides  Scripture  for  all  on  active  service, 
for  prisoners  of  war  and  for  interned  aliens.  During  the  present  conflict 
over  half  a  million  copies  have  been  provided  for  these  purposes  through- 
out the   Dominion   of  Canada. 

The  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  was  founded  in  1818  to  do  the  work 
of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  It 
employs  five  colporteurs  within  its  territory  and  circulated  last  year  over
